„ ^ y° u wil1 recall, ve concluded yesterday that it might be 

advisable to delete the names of defectors from the Department 
documents given to the Commission. If the Department decides 
to recommend this action and if the Commission accepts that 
recommendation, I suggest the following change be wo do on 
Commission Document ITo. 977 • Delete page 3> beginning "to his 
wife arid ending "for which" and also the first paragraph of 
page 4, beginning "Ms skills" and ending "the U.S." of 
question 3, attachment A, and replace with the following: 

to Ms wife to leave the country was not considered 
a routine natter. We do have detailed information 
concerning another American defector whose case was 
somewhat different since he actually obtained Soviet 
citizenship and was not, therefore, classified as 
"stateless". 



This person applied for Soviet citizensMp in 
the summer of 1959 and received it that fall. ~At that 
time he gave up Ms United States citizensMp and the 
American Embassy submitted to the Department a 
Certificate of Loss of CitizensMp. Ey the spring of 
3-SoO he had changed his mind ana communicated to the 
Embassy Ms desire to return to the United States. 
Early in August he applied for a Soviet exit visa, 
but it was not until the spring of I9S2 that he was 
able to obtain an exit visa, issued on a Soviet 
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citizen’s passport* Eras, in coraparison to Oswald* 
it tool: this defector a year and nine maths to got 
pernission to leave the Soviet -Union. His cone 
differs in that he had been granted Soviet citizenship 
and was employed in an industry* for vhich Ms shills 
were particularly desired "by the Soviet authorities.
